McGill Team Downs Harvard 
In ''Surrender Or Die" Debate

f^Jf'îtandîng-robm-ohly crowd in Redpath Hall last night gave McGill debaters Irwin Cotler 
and Gordon Echenberg a close 281 to 246 vote decisjon over the visiting HarvaVd team . of Alan 
Henrikson and Thomas Fryman. 

The West would be lilce an inno- 
cent bystander killed by a stray 
bullet. Fallout woiiTd destroy most 
of mankind." . . ... 



The McGlII team successfully 
defended the resolution "That this 
house would rather surrender to 
Russia than risk dcstructiuu of 
humanity in a nuclear war." 

Opening for the affirmative, 
Echenberg attempted to demons- 
trate the moral and ethical reasons 
why surrender is preferable to 
risking destruction. 

MASS SUICIDE 
"There is no religious sanction 
for nuclear war," he said. "None 
of the Western religions condones 
suicide, and it Is therefore impos- 
sible to justify the. mass suicide 
that would be the result of a nu- 
clear war." ' • 

"And what about the unconsultcd 
population; In our own midst — 
our children ?" Echenberg conti- 
nued. "Let thé children, of . the 
world live' to work out their own 
salvation." 

Fryman tried to show that the 
basic premises _ of. the affirmative 
were false. He attacked the as* 
sumption "Better Red Than Dead." 
"Quite likely," he stated, "even if 
you're - Red you'll still be . dead ." 
He pointed'out that .without the 
U.S„ the rift between ' Russia and 
China would ' grow until ' "You'll 
Wonder where the Yellow . went 
when they drop the bomb on tbe 
Orient." ' , > ' 

Fryman pointed out that the U.S; 
and Canada would ^also^bc des- 
troyed in this RussinCh^se war. 



The students expressed their 
disappointment over the delays in 
planning for a New Union, their 
dissatisfaction over the current 
plan of situating the New Union 
on the site of the Old, and their 
fear that student autonomy might 
be impaired ïrl a University-con- 
trolled Student Centre. 

This was embodied in four re- 
solutions, all of which were car- 
ried unanimously without further 
discussion. 

FIRST: RESOLUTION 

Gordon Echendberg, BCL I, pre- 
sented the first resolution. 

"Be it resolved that: 

"The Students' Society of Mc- 
Gill University express its concern 
at the numerous delays which have 
marked planning for a New Union; 

"The Students' Society request 
that the University construct a 
New Union, properly planned and 
situated, in tlie immediate future." 

The next resolution was tabled 
by Irwin Cotler, BCL I. 

"Be it resolved that : 

"The Students' Society of Mc- 
Gill University go on record as 
being categorically opposed to the 
construction of a new Union on the 
site of the present one; 
' 'The Students' Society commu- 
nicate to the University its belief 
that building on the present site 
would not be in^the:long-term best 
interest of the^^UîUversity." 
THIRD 

The third resolution carried was 
presented by Rudy Javosky, Arch. 
6. 

"Be it resolved that : 

"The Students' Society declare 
its opinion that the New Union 
should be constructed on the site 



of the Presbyterian College as 
originally agreed, V/ith the Arts 
Building extension upon that site 
as well; 

"Failing the possibility of build- 
ing a New Union on the Presby- 
terian College site, the Students' 
Society recommend the West side 
of McTavish Street as the site for 
the New Union," 

LAST MOTION 

Bill Hutchison proposed the last 

resolution. 

"Therefore bo it resolvetl that in 
the administration of a New Union 
there be no infringement upon 
student autonomy as it now ex- 
ists." 

Veronica Owen, a fourth year 
Arts student, seconded this mo* 
tion, staling that "if the university 
beaurocracy controls student af- 
fairs, sterility will result. It is our 
duty as students to overcome this 
with dynamism." 

Presentation of these resolutions 
followed a speech by New Union 
Committee Chairman Stuart Smith, 
in which he traced the history of 
the Old Union. 

Fdr over 25 years the University 
countered suggestions made by 
the Committee concerning a site 
with queries of "where is the mon- 
ey to come from",.. When students 
suggested money-raising projects,' 
they were told "we have no s}te". 
By theii a year had passed, a new. 
committee been elected, and the 
same vicious circle was repeated. 

TOP PRIORITY 

"The 'Top Priority' rating of the 
New Union, announced in 1959, 
was not in evidence when it did

IRRELEVANT: 

Cotler began by dismissing the 
negative argument as irrelevant. 
'There are many other alternatives 
than those posed by the resolu- 
tion," he said. "But the resolution 
posits two alternatives, and it is 
only with these that we arc con- 
cerned tonight. Red China does not 
enter the picture at all." 

He then pointed out that living 
under Russian domination is not 
"all black," and that even if it 
were, it would still be preferable 
to the destruction of mankind in a 
nuclear war. He also claimed that 
"No nation has ever been able to 
perpetuate y its sovereignty over 
time. Surrender io Russia noyr dôçs 
not necessarily mean eternal sur- 
render." 

; Henrikson attempted to quash 
his i.worthy; opponents by postulat- 
ing "seven points" to . prove his 
case. Among these ° were : Surren- 
der would not obviate hiiclear war 
because upwards of twenty nations 
have' or will .soçn Jiaverthe' abili.ty 
to join the nûclcar dub; the U.S. 
is actually ahead in the missile 
race and • thus Russia would not 
dare start 'a<niiclear. war;. the So- 
viet supèrl}omb is merely à psy- 
chological, ' not a military weapon. 



Chisholm Opens Conferente

"The circumstances facing man at the present time are just as threatening to mankind as 
were the great. Ice: ages to many other* forms of life," said Dr. Brock Chisholm. in a speech given 
last Wednesday night at the opening banquet of Sir George William's Seminar on The Causes 
of Wcir. 



Dr. Chisholm, former head of 
the World Health Organization; 
went on to explain that originally 
man had survived by the social unit 
of the family which had no basic 
concern for any' other organiza- 
tion beyond itself. When the fami- 
ly was threatened, the members 
resorted to warfare to protect 
themselves. Thus, through the so- 
cial evolution of man — from the 
family to the modern state — this 
"pattern of behaviour" has been 
maintained and has, through the 
ages, become habitual. This habit, 
according to the speaker, has, 
throughout history, led to conti- 
nuous warfare and it is an habit 
which must be changed, if we arc 
to survive in this age of nuclear 
warfare.' ; • ■ / ; 

SURVIVAL CONDITIONS 

"The conditions of survival, now 
in the world, are new to human 
experience," said the speaker, 
"They are not the conditions of 



the world of our ancestors or even 
our parents.'.'. 

Dr. Chisholm,' having explained 
the extent '"'of the .nuclear- arms 
build up, and the horrors of mod- 
ern warfare, went on to suggest 
that we "in our mania for securi- 
ty" do not wish to think of, nor 
to accept the responsibility of a 
nuclear war. 

To conclude his speech, Dr. Chis- 
holm proposed that the job to pre- 
vent further war is "ours as in- 
dividuals" and he hoped that "per- 
haps enough people in enough 
places can break away from an- 
cestoral patterns that have now 
become suicidal and can set up 
constructive patterns appropriate 
to the new situations." 

SCHLESINCER 

Dr. Arthur . M. Schlcsinger, As- 
sistant to the President of the 
United States and second speaker 
on the Seminar's agenda, proposed, 
in a speech which took place yes- 
terday afternoon, that the cold 



war between the western and com- 
munist' nations was not a "fight 
between ^economic 'systems but a 
fight between different conditions 

of history". • , 

By this, he went on to explain, 
is meant a conflict between those 
who see history as a fixed process 
in which Communism will even- 
tually triumph and those (of the 
west) who see history as some- 
thing whlcli can be changed by 
man's will. 

"The world civil war," Dr. Schlc- 
singer stated, "will come to an 
end only when the Communists re- 
nounce their absolutism."

Dr. Luis Alvarez 
Will Explain Use 
Of Bubble Chamber 

How can you see something that 
exists for less than one-millionth 
of a second ? 

Dr. Luis Alvarez, Associate Di- 
rector of the University of Ca- 
lifornia's Radiation Laboratory, 
will explain the operation of the 
bubble chamber,- used to trace 
such particles, in a lecture in the 
PSCA on Monday, November 6, at 
8 pm. . 

Dr. Alvarez has been a»s6ciatcd 
witli the construction and use of 
the world's largest hydrogen bub- 
ble chamber, which is six feet 
long and is kept at more than 
'100 degrees below zero F. The 
particles can be traced because, 
although they themselves exist 
for so short > time, they leave 
behind a trail of bubbles, which 
can be seen. 

The lecture, on "High Energy 
Particle Physic", will be illustraled 
by slides and à film showing the 
bubble- chamber In fiction. 

Dr. Alvarez ' is currently on a 
lecture tour of Canada sponsored 
by the Canadian Association of 
Physicists. Everyone interested In 
science is invited to attend his 
talk. .

Asked about the language re- 
quirement, Rosenstein replied 
"Since the companies are usually 
large, language Is usually not a 
problem. It li, of course, helpful 
if a candidate can speak the lan- 
guage of the country he wisiies to 
visit". 

AIESEC PHILOSOPHY 
"The philosophy of AIESEC," 
continued Rosenstein, "is that an 
exchange student not only gets bu- 
sineu experience in a foreign con-

Interest in international reiàtions at.t^^^ 

*• ent level tonight attains official recognition with 
the innovation of a cocktail party for overseas stud- 
ents to be hosted by Dr. James. The introduction of 
such an event is extremely gratifying to those who 
are aware of the value of, and need for such activity. 

For many years, graduates of McGill have open- 
ed their doors to university students from foreign 
lands in an attempt to create a friedly and co-opera- 
tive atmosphere. Although the meaning of World 
University Service is not sufficiently recognized by 
this campus at large, thereby limiting the degree of 
possible success, successive chairmen of the McGill 
chapter have annually attempted a program of in- 
tegration on behalf of both Canadian and overseas 
students. ; 'Hi 

We must commend the WUS programming on 
the basis of whole-hearted attempt and intention. 
It seems, however, that to reach any degree of far* 
reaching and long-lasting interactivity, the minority 
group, that is, all overseas students must assume 
more of the initiative. 

In a situation of distinct and seperatè national 
entities such as has evolved in the McGill Students' 
Society, it must remain the responsibility of the Cana- 
dian element, as hosts, to extend initially the hand 
of friendship. However, further action and motiva- 
tion must come from foreign students, both in the 
individual context and as a whole. Realistically speak- 
ing, no majority and established society will actively 
seeic the enrollment of foreign elements into its ranks, 
for any lengthy period without some obvious inte- 
rest and rMlpirocal activity from the minority group. 

The responsibility of the I.S.A. in the promotion 
of integration is paramount — and obviously neglect- 
ed. It is reasonable for any human being to gravitate 
towards that group which offers coincident interests, 
similar background and related experience. The I.S.A. 
fulfills the demands of the foreign student in these 
respects. However, a broadened perspective must be 
introduced into the purpose for the I.S.A.'$. existence, 
once the organization has established a feeling of 
belonging and unity among its members. That added 
factor must be. the integration of member clubs into 
their Canadian milieu. As yet we have seen no at- 
tempts in this direction by the Association; so the 
I.S.A. and each individual member stand apart from 
the campus in on almost cocoon-like existence. 

■ It is generally proclaimed that the agressive 
individual, regardless of nationality, is most likely to 
establish friendships when, placed in a forelgn envi- 
ronment. I|ortunately for his .morejintroyerted^co^ 
terpart, such is not the wholelcase|lh^thé^ù^^^ 
context. Because of the heterogenous nature of all 
college classes, each newcpmer, Canadian or foreign, 
finds himself in a similarly strange atmosphere. The 
student who immediately takes advantage of the 
many student activities to initiate his own program 
of integration can find success, be he Introvert or 
extrovert. 

, As the situation now stands, we con only extend 
our laurels and appreciation to Dr. James, our gradu< 
atès and the McGill WUS contingent; we must con-i 
tinue to hope for some reciprocal action on the part 
of our overseas students. Let us not have an annual • 
Brotherhood week and renmain strangers for the rest 
of the year. 



AllStC 

Initiative 
Through 
Practice 

Traditional methods of ins- 
truction now prevalent in most 
univcriiitics arc often criticized 
for failure to provide students 
witli a practical background '-.d 
to include habits of positive 
thought and action. The student 
is fed with theory and is gradu- 
ally conditioned to responding 
passively to the educational 
process, rather than to doing 
things on his own initiative. 

A possible remedy for thte 
academic malaise is the type 
of programme offered by ÂIE- 
SEC, the Association Interna- 
tionale des Etudiants en Sciences 
Economiques et Commércîaies. 
AIESEC is more than just an- 
other educational organization; it 
represents a successful attempt 
to complement the lecture sys- 
tem in economics and commerce 
with firsthand experience in fo- 
reign lands — literally, a cli- 
nical counterpart to theoretical 
instruction. 

The distinctive feature of AIE- 
SEC is Its method : it helps the 
student to help himself. With 
the cooperation of business and 
government, an AIESEC com- 
mittee in each country assists 
its member to obtain a summer 
"trainecship" in a local firm 
for a foreign student These 
traincuships arc then exchanged 
at an annual international con- 
gress. In this way, the trainee 
is afforded a wide choice of 
countVss dn which to woric 
during the summer months. 

The underlying idea of AIE- 
SEC is to get the student to 
learn while be worlcs. Finding 
himself in an unfamiliar milieu, 
tlie trainee is forced to adapt 
himself to his new environment, 
and in so' doing he develops the 
qualities of independence and 
Initiative. Working side by side 
with the people of his host coun- 
try, he Is able to support him- 
self, make a productive contri- 
bution to his employer firmj 
and learn about foreign methods 
and procedures in economics and 
commerce. The psychological and 
cultural benefits of such a sum- 
mer arc invaluable. 

The merit of this learn-while 
you-work approach is attested by 
the results. Since its Inception 
in 1949, approximately 20,000 
students have participated In 
AIESEC exchanges. Continuously 
growing support from both uni- 
versities and business has ac- 
counted for AIESEC's rapid ex- 
pansion, and the principle is now 
being used for students in other 
fields of study as well. 

It is to ,be hoped that such 
organizations will be encouraged 
to the fullest possible extent 
They serve to fill the long-felt 
need, and the rewards to stud- 
ents are enormous

This was my first opportunity 
to observe at close range the new Musical Director of our orchestra 
— Mr. Zubin Mehta, the Boy Wonder from Bombay. The more I 
watched him (and It is Impossible not to watch him), the more 
he reminded me of another young man who has made a big splash 
on the Canadian musical scene. Black hair, swarthy complexion, 
an almost frightening precocity, and a mesmeric conunand over 
his audience — we might be talking about Paul Anka, the Boy^ 
Wonder from Ottawa. In fact, Judging by the nuintier of, ladks old 
and young who were swooning all over Plateau Hall, Hehta 'looks 
like a clear winner over Anka In the tex-appeal department, even 
though the Ottawa boy makes more money. 

For a discussion of the musical talents of our new conductor, 
I gladly defer to our accredited critic, whose report will be found 
elsewhere in today's JoumaL Let me Just say here that we must not 
allow, the niaestro'a dazzling, podium gymnastles to blind .us to the 
real nature of his mission, which' Is to. bring to.ua an understanding 
of music as seen from a truly Mchtaphyslcal point of view. 
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Zubin Mehta And The Montreal Symphony Orchestra

Somers, Strauss and Schumann were the composers 
featured at the second subscription concert of the Montreal 
Symphony. 



Under the baton of the very 
talented Zubin Mehta the orches- 
tra displayed the results of 
good discipline and inspiring 
leadership. As the concert pro- 
gressed the music seemed to be 
getting better and increasing 
in vitality. This, however, may 
be due to the fact that the pro- 
gram seemed to be in order of 
least familiarity. 
' The first work, Passacaglla 
and Fugue by the Canadian Har- 
ry StcWart Somers was composed 
in 105-1. It seems that this mo- 
dern work was chosen as Mr. 
Mehta's response to a challenge : 
to prove his range of musical 
knowledge. A true test of a great 
conductor is his ability to bring 
to life a new, or almost new 
work; one which necessitates 
independent research for inter- 
pretation; a worlc whose very 
construction and use of polypho- 
nic techniquies makea';It;foreign 
to . an audience 'accustomed to 
regular harmonies. 

INTERPRETATION 

Mr. Mehta may not have con- 
vinced everyone that the So- 
mer's work was absolutely won- 
derful. This- was through no 
fatilt of his own. He gave the 
work a very sensitive interpre- 
tation, attempted to follow the 
nuances that pertained :to the 
development of the melodic line 
and give It a vigour that was 
fundamentally lacking in the 
Passacaglia. 

In so doing he was probably 
reading a great deal into the 
score, certainly giving the com- 
poser the benefit of belief In 
the importance of every passage 
and, as a result, he produced 
a. meaningful tonal statement. 
The Fugue was much better. 
Although' the thematic construc- 
tion is weak, it abounds in rhyth- 
mic vitality. Mr. Mehta focusscd 
his attention on this and brought

the niiisic to an exciting pitch. 
Within the Fugue the woodwind 
section should be congratulated 
for an excellent performance. 

The second number on the. 
program was Richard Strauss' 
Don . Quixote. Within the con- 
fines of forty -five minutes 
Strauss attempts to take the 
listener on a musical Odyssey 
through the world of Cervan- 
tes. The score, Strauss explain- 
ed, consisted of an introduction, 
corresponding to Don Quixote's 
decision to resuscitate chivalry, 
followed by ten variations, each 
corresponding to some event in 
the story, and concluded with 
a finale, his death. A task as 
formidable as this one is both 
difficult for composer and inter- 
preter. The episodic nature tends 
to make the music somewhat 
patchy and Strauss .becomes , re- 
petitive in an attempt to create 
a unity. 

DIFFICULT SOLO 

Walter Joachim, the cellist had 
the more difficult solo perform- 
ed by Otto Joachim. The two 
supplied some lively conversa- 
tion and.it took little Imagina- 
tion to trwsform the sounds the 
viola produced into the gestu- 
res of the fat, cowardly and faith- 
ful squire, Sancho. Walter Joa- 
chim whose part was probably 
more difficult did manage to 
create a pretty clear image of 
the knight. He supplied one 
of the most thrilling moments 
in that beautiful and lyrical pas- 
sage corresponding to Quixote's 
enraptured luvc of Dulcinea. In 
this passage Strauss, Mehta and 
Joachim' forgot the satire in. the 
Cervante's - version. -Such inter- 
pretive liberties are always wel- 
come. • ' 

LAST WORK 
The last work, and the last 




major work in Robert Schu- 
mann's life, was bisi Symphony 
#4 in D minor. This was extre- 
mely well handled. Mr. Mehta 
was at all times in complete 
control, bringing vivid colour 
to many passages that would 
not move of themselves. He did 
so with remarkable subtlety. At 
one time he completely surprised 
me by the perfect smoothness 
with which the cellos entered 
in the'restalement of the second 
' theme. The scherzo déserves spe- 
cial mention. Mr. Mehta really 
ticked off this movement like 
a metronome. The precision was 
refreshing and gave a definl- 
teness, and certainty which is 
often lacking in other perfor- 
mances of the Fourth. 

Ttiere is only one unplea- 
sant criticism that can be regis- 
tered, that against the hall and 
Its bad accoustics. There is a 
muting of sound that makes it 
difficult to cause volume con- 
trasts. This subject, however 
dear to ' the hearts of Mont- 
real audience who have been 
petitioning for a concert ■ hall 
(and has parallels elsewhere) 
may someday be realized.

In a poll on Nuclear DIsurma 
ment conducted by the Univer- 
lUy ot Toronto's student news- 
paper, the Varsity, students at 
the U of T agreed with McGill 
Students in rejecting tlie CUC> 
ND by about tliree to one. 

This, poll was similar to the 
one conducted by the Daily two 
weeks ago except that students 
were asked in separate state- 
ments to indicate their support 



or rejection of the methods and 
policies of CUCND. Voters were 
also asked to suggest policies 
for the CUCND. 

The four statements, identical 
to those published in the Daily, 
on which students were asked 
to vote were : 

(1) Canada should unilaterally 
renounce - nuclear weapons; 

(2) Canada should pursue a neu- 



tral course in the. "cold 
war"; 

(3) The U.S. should cease nu- 
clear testing whether Russia 
does or not. 

(4) Effective disarmament de- 
pends on International ins- 
pection' of both sides.

conduct such a poll. It had, of 
course, some failings. It did not 
differentiate between those who 
did not support CUCND for the 
following reasons: (a) they were 
more conservative, (b) they 
were indifferent, (c) they were 
more radical. The poll, of course, 
revealed a grave failure of the 
CUCND to advertise Its policies 
sufficiently. 

Speaking about charges by 
CUCND's national president that 
the poll was .unfairly world- 
' ed and conducted, Adelman 
said,' "the poll, on the whole, 
was basically honest" 

Earlier the National Chairman 
of CUCND had charged the 
Daily with running a "partial 
and undemocratic poll on CU- 
CND." 

Generally, the Varsity poll 
demonstrated that most students 
don't know what the aims of 
CUCND are. The Varsity com- 
mented: "Many who said they 
supported the aims did not agree 
with the first of the four state- 
ments — that Canada should uni- 
laterally renounce nuclear arms 
— which is, in point of fact, part 
of the policy of CUCND."
